lature. This assistance will be given 
only to farmers who: are unable as 
a’result of crop failure or other ad- 
verse conditions to proctire their nec- | 
essary seed grain through their own| 
resources, and advances for this, pur- | 
pose will be handled through ‘the mun- , 
icipalities which will. share, the cost; 
with ‘Provincial and Federal Govern- 
ments. 

Definite limits are set as the 
value of grain which will be provided. 
These are set at $75 for a quarter 
section; $125 for a ‘half section; $75, 
for three-quarters and a maximum of 
$225 for a section or more of land.

the result that there is less non-productive flying and consequently greater 
profits here than in the East. 

The figures given in this report will prove most illuminating and inter- | 
esting to western people. They cover twelve months operation of the Eastern 
lines, and thirteen months operation of the Western lines. It is shown, for 
example, that the: total mileage flown in the East was 754,199 miles, as 
compared with 1,213,925 miles in the West. Total flying hours in the East 
were 7,888, but with the Western total 13,137, ar almost twice as great.

To those who have never tried ‘Hol- 
lyhocks and have some __ sheltered 
spot around their house,, try them. 
They grow to seven foot high ih dif- 
ferent shades of pale lemon, peach, 
dark crimson, rose and pure white. 

The bloom is double like big roses 
growing up the stem. They start 
flowering from the bottom and grad-j 
ually unfold to the top, so: they last 
quite a long while; Plants can be 
gotten for 20c a root, and with care 
can be wintered through with a cov- 
ering of. straw in a sheltered . spot. 
You can also raise Hollyhocks: from 
seed. 

The Ten Week Stock is another 
very hardy annual, surviving the first 
frosts. ‘Save any special petunia 
plant you want to keep, and pot it | 
in the fall, cutting it downto about | 
three or four inches. By January or 
February the plant will he in full 
bloom again. The hardiest creepers 
are the Hops, Wild Cucumber, Vir- 
gian Creeper, and thé Native Clemi- 
tis.
